Wee Ramseyer is the Legionnaire whose dining room appears on the front 
cover of this issue. He lives in the town where he was born 41 years ago, Fi 
bury, Ill. (pop. 2,500) on the Toledo, Peoria & Western R. R. about 100 miles 
southwest of Chicago. He is vice commander of Fairbury’s American Legion post. 
The national convention is the Legion’s one big blowout of the year, but people 
who know the Legion only by its conventions do not know much about the average 
Legionnaire. Of the Fairbury post’s 150 members, only District Commander 
Ed Yeagle went to New York this year. While he and a gregarious fraction of the 
Legion frolicked, the Wallace Ramseyers stayed quietly home about their business.

300,000 CCC BOYS GET PNEUMONIA VACCINE 


‘very year 100,000 people in the U. S. die of pneu- 

monia. Of the 32 different types of pneumonia 
germ, Types I and II cause more than half of these 
deaths. To curb this toll has long been the aim of 
stocky, gray-haired Dr. Lloyd Derr Felton of Johns 
Hopkins Medical School. He has now developed a 
vaccine which he hopes will prevent pneumonia 
caused by Type I and II microbes. Mass test of his 
product occurs this month when all 300,000 lian 
Conservation Corps boys who do not object. will re- 
ceive inoculations. Average anticipated results if all 
CCC boys are treated: $00 cases of pneumonia where 
there are now 600; 10 deaths where there are now 55.
